THINGS THAT MAR FAMILY LIFE 


LESSON TE — Genesis 
Matthew 5:31, 32; Luke 12:13-15. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Bear ye one anoth- 
er's burdens, and so fulfill the law of 
Christ.—Galatians 6:2, 


Home {is what you make it! Oh, 
yes, there may be circumstances 
which hinder us from doing what we 
would like—such as poverty, illness, 
unemployment, ete. These are 
things we cannot control and cer- 
tainly they do have a bearing. But 
man or woman when of the right 
spirit can triumph over such mat- 
ters and make even the poorest 
home the gateway to heaven, It is 
a matter of the attitude of heart 
and mind. Our lesson then is very 
practical, for it deals with those 
sins which mar family life. 

Whatever our circumstances may 
be, we can and must turn away 
from sin—and in this case, the sins 
which hinder the home from being 
what it ought to be. God has pro- 
vided victory over sin through 
Christ for all who believe in Him. 

What then are the sins which 
stand as the enemies of the home? 


I. Deceit (Gen, 27:30-35). 


Whatever the circumstances of the 
home may be, there can be absolute 
honesty and candor in the dealings 
between members of the family. 

Our recent study of the story of 
Jacob and Esau showed us the sad 
consequences of the deceit practiced 
by Jacob and his mother in de- 
frauding Esau. Many elements en- 
tered in, the favoritism of the moth- 
er toward one son, the envy that 
the brother had of his elder broth- 
er's birthright, the wicked scheming 
of mother and son to outwit the 
aged father—all a very distressing 
picture of a home shot through with 
deceitfulness. To build anything of 
permanent value on such a founda- 
tion was quite impossible, 

The family in which deceitful 
means are used by husband or wife 
to gain some advantage for self or 
a favored child is heading for the 
rocks and needs to turn about and 
get into the channel of truth and 
uprightness before it is too late, 

Il. Divorce (Matt. 5:31, 32). 

One of the most destructive ele- 
ments of modern life is that of 
divorce, ‘Terrifying statistics could 
be quoted, but they are not nearly 


27:30-35; 


as moving as the knowledge most |: 
of us have of broken homes, de-|= 


linquent children, decadent morals, 
etc., ad nauseam. The victims of 
this deadly evil are primarily the 
children who are sent on into life 
with disordered minds and hearts. 

Jesus declared that the decree of 
divorcement allowed by Moses was 
not an abrogation of God's original 
law in this matter. Because of the 
“hardness of their hearts’? (Mark 
10:4) Moses permitted it, but the 
standard of God was and (note this 
please!) is unchanged. 

Marriage, as we saw in our les- 
son of November 1, is God’s plan for 
the perfect union of the man and 
woman whereby the two become one 
in the sight of God. That means 
that the tie is not one to be dis- 
solved at will or on some purely 
legal ground; it is an inseparable 
union. 

The only exception recognized by 
Scripture (v. 32) is that act of un- 
faithfulness which is such a breach 
of the holy union as to virtually de- 
Stroy it. Perhaps it might be called 
a recognition of the breaking of the 
union rather than an exception. 
Adultery is a heinous sin, an ex- 
tremely serious violation of God's 
law. Let us press that fact home 
today when it is so lightly regarded 
in our sinful generation. 

Ill, Desire (Luke 12:13-15), 

Money is necessary and may be 
a blessing, but the ‘love of money 
is the root of all evil'’ (I Tim, 6:10). 
That is not just a verse in the Bible. 
It is the true picture of the thing 
which has destroyed the happiness 
of millions. 

Here was a quarrel over an in- 
heritance, and in meeting it our 
Lord laid down a principle which 
would solve all the money quarrels 
in every home—and they are end- 
less in number and great in bitter 
destructiveness. 

“Man's life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possesseth” (v, 15). Write it large 
over the minds and hearts of the 
boys and girls in our homes! Let 
it control in the attitude of father 
and mother toward money. It will 
solve not only the money problems 
of the home, but will send the chil- 
dren forth into life with a foundation 
philosophy that will bless them to 
the end of their days. 

Notice verse 14. It is the desire 
for money that most often makes 
man desire to be a judge over his 
brother. The big eyes of envy cause 
him to look with bitter desire upon 
what his brother has and he wants. 
The fine principle of sharing the 
family’s possessions would do much 
to knit the home into a unit—happy, 
strong and useful to both God and 
man. The point is to say ‘ours’ 
rather than ‘‘mine,"’ and to ask, 
“‘What can we do?” not, ‘‘What can 
I get?”

Loans Available For 
1942 Cotton To Be 
Stored On Farms 


Loans to producers’ on 
1942 cotton stored on the 
farm will be available thru 
the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration this year for the 
first time, M, F, McCollough 
chairman of the Coffee coun- 
ty AAA Committee, an- 
nounced last week. 

The loan rate will be the 
same as that for cotton put 
in approved warehouses un- 
den CCC loans. This base 
loan rate in Coffee is 18.14 
per pound for 15-16 inch 
middling cotton, 

Approved farm structures 
for storing cotton must 
protect cotton against rain, 
flood, livestock and poultry 
damage; also provide reas- 
onable protection against 
fire and theft. A storage 
allowance of 10¢ per bale 
per month will be paid farm- 
ers using this plan, 

Producers must agree, if 
the loans are not repaid, to 
deliver mortgaged cotton to 
an approved warehouse des-

The local AAA office, thru 
which the applications for 
this loan may be made, will 
collect a service fee of $1 
per bale for each bale cov- 
ered by the loan, said Mr. 
McCollough. Cotton stored 
under this plan will be class- 
ed by a U.S. Board of Cot- 
ton Examiners, 


“CCC will assume losses 
resulting from fire, flood, 
lightning, explosion, wind- 


storm, cyclone, tornado, and 
losses in weight not to ex- 
ceed 10 pounds per bale on 
farm stored cotton up to the 
amount of the loan plus ac- 
crued interest. No loss will 
be assumed if it is determin- 
ed that there is fraudulent 
representation, conversion, 
or negligence on the part of 
the borrower in connection 
with the loan. 

“Producers will not be 
required to insure their 1942 
farm stored cotton placed 
under loan. However, they 
may desire to carry  insur- 
ance on mortgaged cotton to 
protect themselves in case of 
loss by theft and to protect 
any equity which they might 
have asa result of the mar- 
ket value of such cotton,” 
said Mr. McCollough.

Farmers’ Income 


Problem Depends On 
Strong Organization 


By J. A. Wilkes, President 
Cotfee County Farm Bureau 


On the night of October 2, 
1942, the Congress of the 
United States sent President 
Roosevelt a bill. He imme-- 
diately made the bill a law 
of the land by signing in the 
space provided, This bill, 
known as the New Price 
Control Act was a victory for 
organized farmers. 

The events leading up to 
passage of the New Price 
Control Act were interest- 
ing. On September 7,1942, 
President Roosevelt asked 
for new legislation to au- 
thorize him to ‘Stabilize the 
Cost of Living, including the 
price of all farm commod- 
ities.” During September 
newspapers and radio com- 
mentators commented dai- 
ly. Most of these stories and 
comments pictured farmers 
as being greedy; or as 


ing too much of the national 
income. Farmers were thus 
accused of causing inflation. 

The assertions made by 
newspapers and radio com- 
mentators caused an _ un- 
friendly feeling toward far- 
mers to be developed in the 
minds of consumers. Farm 
organization leaders, partic- 
ularly those of the Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, went into 
action to properly inform the 
public. These leaders used 
Government figures to show 
that: 

1. Farmers, who are 22.5 
per cent of our population, 
received only 9.7 per cent of 
the national income in 1941. 

2. Food is now cheaper 
relative to consumer income 
than at any time for which 
data is available. 

8. That the increases in 
wages and Salaries last year 
were far more than the total 
net income of all farmers for 
all their crops and livestock. 

4, That in May, 1942, av- 
erage earnings were: Cotton 
mill worker (50 weeks) 
$1,086.50; Industrial Facto- 
ry worker, $1,795.20; Skill- 
ed workers like carpenters, 
$3,000.00; Each person on a 
farm, $85.00. 

If the New Price Control 
Bill is administered in ac- 
cordance with the plain in- 
tent of Congress all farmers 
have won a victory. The 
loan features of the bill were 
responsible for a $7.00 raise 
in the price of Quota Runner 
Peanuts and an _ additional 
raise of $5.00 a bale for cot- 
ton. Organized agriculture 
was responsible for this in- 
crease in the price of pea- 
nuts and cotton. 

If farmers were at their 
fair level in our economy 
there would be no need for 
them to organize. Knowing 
hdwever, that they are not 
and that organization has 
been and still is a powerful 
lever in the hands of other 
groups, farmers are chal- 
lenged by these conditions 
to make the best possible use 
of a big and sound organiza- 
tion of their own. 

Farmers in Coffee county 
will be given an opportunity 
to affiliate with the Coffee 
County Farm Bureau and 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation during the week 
of November 16, 1942. It is 
hoped that our farmers will 
realize that their income 
problem is up to them and 
the organization they build. 


Placing. farm machinery 
and equipment in good con- 
dition now can insure Ala- 
bama farmers against costly 
delays later. This is most 
important as curtailment in 
the manufacture of farm 
machinery next year will 
make it extremely difficult 
for many farmers to get. 
new machines as_ replace- 
ments 
equipment, 


Production of more home 
gardens and more _ small 
poultry flocks in backyards 
of towns and cities as well as 
on farms will be encouraged 
by state and county exten- 
sion workers. Necessity for 
more farm and_ backyard 
gardens and poultry flocks 
is due to the fact that the 
total food supply is steadily 
declining for use in this 
country and abroad.

Frozen On Nov. 1

manent rationing program. 

In general this order pro- 
vides that new farm mach- 
inery such as planters, plows 
tractors, water systems and 
fencing materials may not be 
sold by dealers, distributors, 
or manufacturers and that 
no one may purchase such 
machinery from them 

The machinery quotas for 
Coffee County for the re- 
mainder of 1942 and for 
1943 will no doubt be an-

In many places women are 
learning to do work that in 
the past has been done by 
men, and as more of our 
men are called to the armed 
forces there will ge a great- 
er need for those who are 
left at home to be able to 
take care of the things that 
they now have so they will 
last for the duration. With 
this in mind the government 
has made it possible for 
classes to be taught at night 
so that people who are work 
ing may go to school and 
learn to do some of these 
things that they have been 
depending upon some one 
else to do in the past. For 
the past four weeks some 
twenty-five of these courses 
have been running in the ru- 
ral area of Coffee County for 
men and women to _ learn 
more about production of 
food to meet the needs for 
another year. Some 500 
farm ‘families have been at- 
tending these classes two 
nights each week so. that 
they may be able to help 
with the war goals for an- 
other year. 

On December 1st plans 
have been made to open new 
classes in the county, one of 
these classes is to bein “El- 
ementary Electricity.”’ This 
class will be taught in Elba 
for the purpose of helping 
you to be able to take care 
of the things that you now 
have that it will be impossi- 
ble for you to get new until 
after the war. Not only is 
it impossible for you to pur- 
chase new things but in a 
short time it will be impos- 
sible for you to get things 
that you will need to repair 
what you now have, or it 
may reach the stage where 
you will have to do your own 
repair work. 

There are many jobs in 
and around the house that a 
man or woman could do 
after a little training. 
course in Elementary Elec- 
tricity will deal with the re- 
pair of common appliances 
found in the average home, 
such as lamp sockets, fuses, 
irons, percolators, waffle 
irons, toasters, floor lamps, 
extension cords, base plugs, 
light switches, and the care 
and use of electric stoves and 
refrigerators. 

This course is open to all 
men and women in the Elba 
area who have reached the 
age of seventeen and are not 
in school. 
course that is being opened 
to ladies in this area and it 
is hoped that they will find 
time to come out and take 
part as we feel that most of 
this work will have to be 
ladies in the future.

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Eight Point Guide For 
Motorists Who Want 
Gas Ration Book 


With registration for basic 
gasoline rations being held 
this week, — Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday— the 
Office of War Information 
Saturday issued the follow- 
ing eight point guide for 
Alabama motorists: 

1. Sell all tires in excess 
of five per car to the gov 
ernment before you register 
for gasoline. If you have 
more than five tires for 
your car you will be denied 
a gasoline book. 

2. Obtain a basie gaso- 
line application form before 
you register. These forms 
are available at most filling 
stations and tire dealers. 

3. Fill out the application 
form before registering. 
Among other things, the 
form calls for the serial num 
bers of your five tires and 
the license number of your 
car. List the number of 
your 1942 Alabama metal 
plate. 

4. Take the completed ap 
plication— and the receipt 
for your 1944 Alabama li- 
cense sticker—to the school 
house nearest your home on 
one of the registration days. 
The school houses in most 
instances, will be open from 
8:30 a. m. to 5:30 p. m. on 
registration days. If your 
application is in order, you 
will be given a_ basie ‘A”’ 
gasoline book, good for 240 
miles of driving a month. 

5. If you think you will 
require more than 240 miles 
of driving a month, ask the 
school house registrar, who 
will be a teacher or volun 
teer worker, for a supple 
mental ration application. 

6. Do not execute the sup 
plemental application at the 
school house. Fill it out in 
your leisure and mail or de- 
liver it in person to your 
War Price and Rationing 
Board. 

7. Take good care of the 
tire inspection record the 
registrar gives you. You 
will need it every time your 
tires have to be inspected. 

8. Drive carefully, never 
over 35, and take good care 
of your present tires. If you 
do, you’ll stand a_ good 
chance of getting recaps or 
replacements when you need 
them.
